Section 174 of the Tariff reads as follows ,-

If to the word "books" the Department could justify "pamphlets and 
cards" being added, or that the word "books" is supposed to cover "pam- 
phlets and cards", as being purely for scientific work, it would meet 


our requirements, as they reslly form a catalogue of reference. 


Be Wooden boxes for shipping vials containing serums and hypodermic 
syringes. 
46 Vials for containing serums. 
Be Cardboard linings for the protection of syringes and vials from 
breakages 
Section 676 of the Tariff reads,- 
"Containers, capillary tubes,.....boxes, when imported by manu- 
facturers Of Vaooine polntdesnecerccevesescssvesessBreg". 
Section 206 of the Tariff reads,- 
“Maccine and ivory vaccine points, «ss.e.. bacteriological 
products or serum for subcutaneous injectiongs.......Free".s 


It appears a curious anomaly that the containers for vaccine should 


be admitted free and the containers for the serums for hypodermic

injection should pay duty. The products carried in the containers are to 
be used for the same object, the prevention of disease. 

The wooden containers, vials and cardboard linings would, under the 
Tariff, be admitted free if the vials contained serum, but under present 
conditions, when imported empty, for the purpose of distributing serums 
manufactured in this country, duty is levied on them. If the serum is 
manufactured in Canada and is sent to the United States and there put 
into vials and returned to Canada, the wooden boxes, vials and cardboard 
Vinings would be admitted free. 

A large proportion of the products of the Antitoxin Laboratory is 
supplied to the Department of Militia and the Red Cross Society, both 


for use in Canada and for export, and in these cases rebates on the duty 


paid are allowed by the Department of Customs. 
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
